Instead of UNIFIL’ s success 
being allowed to depend on 
actions in the field, political and 
diplomatic action must be 
developed to identify the prob- 
lems. specify solutions and con- 
centrate efforts "in the service of 
peace.” 

If today's resolution was 
allowed to become just "another 
impossible dream.” Lebanon was 
determined to seek no. further 
renewals and" to let everybody, us 
included, curry their own his- 
torical responsibilities.'' 

"We will not even object to put- 
ting an end — an early end— to the 
present mandate, say at mid-term 
if it were reported to the council 
that no substantial progress is 
being made or that the mandate in 
its present form is not realistically 
implemcn table." Ambassador

The Egyptian minister said he sent Mr. Haig a cable of con- 
gratulations. Egypt Ls optimistic about the choice. Mr. Ali said. 

Mr. Haig's nomination must be approved by the Senate, and this is 
considered likely. Technically, though. Mr. Haig is not a foreign 
minister yet. 

BRITISH Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington offered a w arm wel- 
come to Mr. Haig, and sent him a message made public by the 
Foreign Office. 

"1 was delighted to hear of vour appointment as secretary of state, 
the message said. It continued: "1 look forward to working with you 
in the challenging problems we face in common. ” 

In Tokvo. a JAPANESE Foreign Ministry spokesman said Japan 
welcomed the appointment. 

"We don’t foresee arty change in U.S. foreign policy with Japan, 
he said, adding that Tokyo did not anticipate that Mr. Reagun and 
Mr. Haig would adopt a tougher stance on Japanese military spend- 


ing. The outgoing administration of President Jimmy Carter has 
urged Japan to increase defence spending by al leas! / per cent next 
year, aithuugli Japanese Prime Minister Zcnkobiumki has indicated 
the government could (all short of that goal. 

Britain's independent Fhnincial Tim o called Mr. Haig “the most 
'political' soldier the Llnited States has seen since Gen. Douglas 
MaeArthur” and praised his work as NATO commander. 

"It is largely due to the diplomatic groundwork laid by Gen. Haig 
while he was at NATO that Greece has come back fully into the 
western alliance." it said. 

However, the London Times noted the "shadows” overhanging 
Mr. Haig because he served as President Richard Nixon's chief of 
staff during the Iasi days of ihc Watergate scandal. 

"Mr. Haig has forceful views on American foreign policy and on 
the need for cohesion within the alliance, and also experience of how- 
difficult it will be to achieve it.” The Times wrote. 

In MOSCOW, where Mr. Haig has been denounced as a "witch 
doctor" for his rule as NATO supreme commander, announcement 
ol his appointment was reported in a one-paragraph despatch with- 
out comment by the Soviet news agency TASS. 

CHINA also reported his appointment and included a few details 
of Mr. Haiu’s background.

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Stealing away 

HOW interesting it is that, at a time when the Zionist state 
is pushing ever outwards to occupy, colonise and annex 
another people's historical homeland, the intended 
beneficiaries of this expansionist policy — the Jews living in 
Israel and ail those scattered throughout the world who. 
one is told, harbour a desperate psychological need for the 
security of a “homeland" of their own — are turning away 
from the Zionist vision in greater and greater numbers. 

Figures just published in Israel show that 33.000 more 
Jews left the country in the first ten months of this year than 
entered it — more than double the figure for the same 
period of last year. In November, only 964 Jewish immig- 
rants arrived in Israel — the lowest number for 1 2 years — 
while more than 2.800 left. Immigration from western 
Europe is down 32 per cent, and of the Jews leaving the 
Soiaet Union ~ a subject about which Israel makes no end 
of agonised propaganda — more than three-quarters 
choose not to go to Israel at ail. but rather go almost 
invariably .to the United States. 

Moreover, according to a recent Israeli newspaper poll, 
more than 10 per cent of Jews over 18 in Israel say they 
either plan to emigrate in the foreseeable future or may do 
so eventually. 

Considering that the Zionist state is meant to have 
immigration as its very foundation, these trends indicate 
more than just a prevailing dissatisfaction with the present 
Israeli government, or a monetary discomfiture with an 
inflation rate approaching 200 per cent annually. 

And yet. despite this massive and overwhelming show 
of no confidence, which strikes at the very premise of 
Zionism. Israel continues with impunity to enforce and 
enhance its occupation of the Arab land of Palestine, 
including Jerusalem, and the soil of four other neighbour- 
ing countries, and continues to build settlements and install 
' Israeli institutions in those lands, and continues to talk of 
annexing still more land, and continues to pursue an 
aggressive and suppressive military policy against the 
Arabs caught in the Zionist grip. 

We think the facts about Israel today speak for them- 
selves in portraying the absolute bankruptcy of the Zionist 
myth and the aggressive and racist nature of its per- 
petuation. Israel, predictably, is trying to dismiss the latest 
spate of resolutions against its policies adopted at the 
United Nations as the work of "anti-Semitic” mischief- 
makers; the American media, ever responsive to Zionist 
sensibilities, have picked up this theme. 

The point is. what happens, as far as the native Arab 
inhabitants of Palestine are concerned, if the trend con- 
tinues? Some say they are prepared to wait 50 or 1 00 
years— the lifespan of the only previous Jewish regime in 
Palestine— to get their land back. One might say that no 
Arab political, diplomatic, economic or even military effort 
seems likely to be as successful in reclaiming the land of 
Palestine for those who originally lived there as the man- 
ifest failure of the Zionist policy of aliya seems destined to 
be. 

But what credible alternative is offered to fill the vac- 
uum that will be created? This subject has been written 
about and thought about endlessly since the Zionist move- 
ment first took hold, and there is a considerable 
consensus— often remarkably free of the bitterness and 
vengefulness that a people so cruelly deprived might be 
expected to feel— about what must be done to recreate a 
secular slate belonging to ail those for whom Palestine is. 
was. truly home. It would be sad if those who want back 
what was stolen from them were otherwise engaged, or 
squabbling amongst themselves, or just not paying atten- 
tion when the thief finally gives up and flees into the night.

AJL RA’h His Majesty the Supreme Commander cm Tuesday 
addressed our military reservists who had rushed to join their 
units without being summoned, out of their national feelings and 
conscience, thereby making the most remarkable display of pat- 
riotism.

Furthermore, the reaffirmation of these facts leaves no room or 
excuse for any failure to join this advance. Every citizen should 
remember the historic and national responsibility for whose sake 
he must rise to the required level and adhere to the unified Arab 
strategy which emerged from the Amman summit. 

These basic duties cannot be evaded, particularly in the light of 
the need to act quickly and without hesitation in the interest of the 
Arab cause, since the major problem faring the region is the 
Zionist aggression which threatens all of us.

Israel moves to grab JDEC 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Dec. 17 |R)-“ Israel Radio reported 
tonight that the Israeli energy mmistiy and electric corporation 
have begun proceedings to take over the Arab-owned Jerusalem 
District Electric Company. 

The radio said a senior energy ministry official today ’telephoned 
the company chairman, form# Jordanian defence minister Anwar 
Nnseibeh, and asked him to allow Israeli workers tabegin taking 
inventories. Mr. Nuseibeh refused. 

Last month, Mr. Nuseibeh reached an agreement with the 
Israeli authorities over die company's ownership. But in a press 
conference tonight, he said Israel had gone beyond the terms of the 
agreement. 

“I was presented with terms which were not only in excess of the 
agreement itself but were also in conflict with the bask principle... 
namely that I am not authorised to amend the company's con- 
cession,” he said. 

The company supplies Arab East Jerusalem and part of the 
occupied West Bank with power. It holds a concession from the 
Jordanian government which expires next year. 

The Israeli s u pre m e court is to rule later this month on whether 
the Israeli electricity corporation can take over the concession 
when it expires. 

Israel is anxious to control the company and take over power 
supplies to the new Jewish neighbourhoods in East Jerusalem and 
Israeli West Bank settlements. 

The radio report said the energy ministry had drawn up con- 
■ tingency plans to prevent Arab workers striking if Israel takes over 
the company.

The fund intends that the year 
1981 should mark the beginning 
of its activities for handicapped 
children, but not their end. 

In addition to these projects, 
the fund plans to organise a 
department to serve as a research 
centre, and where topics of inter- 
est to the fund and Jordanian soc- 
iety at large would be kept in a sort 
of data bank. 

" Wc have developed a research 
paper related io social matters in 
Jordan." Dr. Abu Jaber said, "in 
cooperation with Ihe Band Foun- 
dation of the United States.” This 
research project will lead to the 
publication of a book dealing with 
women, children, the problems of 
handicapped people, social 
defence and social statistics mat- 
ters in Jordanian society. 

The Ministry of Social 
Development has included the 
fund's programmes within its 
five-year plan for 1981-85. The 
fund's staff also works closely with 

the Department of Statistics and 
the University of Jordan. "This 
cooperation has helped us a lot."

Since the fund's establishment 
in 1 m7s_ it has undertaken many 
publications and research pro- 
jects. These included surveys on 
the social structure of Jordanian 
society, as well as some evalu- 
ations of the numbers and con- 
ditions ol the handicapped in Jor- 
dan. The most important project, 
however, was a survey of the 
socio-economic condition of rural 
women in Karak Govemorate 
which was conducted (his year. 

"Most studies were finished on 
time." Dr. Abu Jaber said: “but 
not ail material projects were 
completed, due to a shortaue of 
funds." 

The lund is mostly interested in 
improving conditions in poor 
urban areas, and particularly with 
building community development 
centres to this end. "Getting more 
women to participate in social 
activities is also part of our plans 
for the future." Dr. Ahu Jaber 
remarked. 

The fund has a great many 
schemes and studies, "but all our 
plans are tied up with money prob- 
lems.” Dr. Abu Jaber said. "We 
hope that we will receive dona- 
tions and financial help from indi- 
viduals and private companies in 
the future. After all. our organ- 
isation is a non-profit one. and we 
want to help all those who really 
need help." he concluded.

Turkish forces kill three extremists 

AN/sAKA: Security forces shot dead three extremists and wounded 
one this week in a forest near the Bluck Sea province of Ordu. 
Turkish newspapers reported Wednesday. 

The incident happened near a mountain village, after a tip-off that 
a number extremists, believed to be leftists, were hiding in the area. 
Six other militants, including one girl escaped, the papers said. 

In southern Adana, military authorities said they detained 16 
members of two illegal leti-wing organisations and confiscated their 
weapons ufter a raid on Tuesday. 

The Turkish military authorities said Tuesday that 15 alleged 
leaders of organised crime had been charged with arms smuggling 
and illicit currency deals. 

The men were detained during a raid by the military on Oct. 5. less 
than a month after the army seized power here to end a period of 
political paralysis and rampant inter-factional violence. They were 
charged last weekend. 

Before the military takeover, smuggling of arms into Turkey, 
particularly from Bulgaria, and heroin smuggling from the cast 
through Turkey to Western Europe, was increasing alarmingly, gov- 
ernment officials said. 

Martial law authorities also at the weekend detained three top 
executives of the leading te.xile company. Mensural Santral Turk 
A.S. 

A company spokesman told Reuters that the chairman, general 
manager and supply manager were arrested on suspicion of illegally 
transferring funds abroad. <R)

BEIRUT: Algeria's first 

revolutionary leader called on 
Arab states to break away from 
the West and rely on their own 
resources for economic and polit- 
ical survival, according to a report 
in a leftist daily here. 

Mr. Ahmad Ben Bella, the first 
Algerian prime minister after 
independence from France in 
1962-63. was quoted in the leftist 
As Safir as saying that the most 
damaging “curse" of the Arab 
Nation was oil. He said it put "bar- 
riers on the natural development 
in the Arab World, coming us a 
surprise and making the Arabs 
lose their balance.” 

Mr. Ben Bella was imprisoned 
by his rival. Col. Houari 
Boumedienne. in IM65 and 
recently released by the new pres- 
ident. Chadli Ben Jedid. 

“It is a mistake to follow west- 
ern lines. Why can't we find a pol- 
icy peculiar to ourselves and rely* 
on our agriculture?" he was. 
quoted us saying. 

The ideal way of achieving a 
revolution is through democracy, 
he said, and added that when he 
was released from prison he was 
"convinced that the socialist and 
capitalist systems cannot solve the- 
human problem.” Mr. Ben Bella 
suggested this was not possible 


with only one party ruling a 
nation, as is the case in Algeria. 

Mr. Ben Bella said that he dis- 
agreed with the Iranian religious 
Leader. Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini in many respects. He said he 
believes that no one benefited 
from the war between Iraq and 
Iran bui the western nations. He 
said he feared the war may not 
allow the Iranian revolution to 
take its proper form. (AP)

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (APf — 
Several of the biggest Ameri- 
can commercial banks have 
raised their prime lending rate 
to a record 21 per cent. 

The increase, from the 20 per 
cent prime rare set just last week. 
comes amid further increases in 
bank's cost of acquiring funds and 
adds further pressure to the 
American economy, which many 
economists think will slide into 
another recession. 

The increase was announced 
Tuesday by Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Company, the fifth-largest 
U.S. bank, and was quickly 
matched by a number of others, 
including Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust, the fourth largest bank. 
Chemical Bank (number six) and 
First National Bank of Chicago 
(number nine). Other major 
banks were expected to follow 
suit. 

A spokesman for Morgan 
Guaranty said the rate increase 
was prompted by the bank's rising 
cost of funds. 

Last Wednesday banks nation- 
wide raised their prime rates one 
full percentage point to 20 per 
cent, matching the peak of last 
spring when the ecunwm was 
dipping into recession. Bunks' cost 
of funds have risen rapidly in 
recent weeks us the Federal 
Reserve Board tightened its grip 

on credit in an effort to curb U.S. 
inflation. 


The soaring rales have boosted 
fears of another recession. Mr. 
Lloyd Johnson, vice chairman of 
Security Pacific National Bank in 
Los' Angeles, warned that the high 
rates are having *'a traumatic 
effect on many sectors of the 
economy, like automobiles and 
housing." 

The housing industry, after 
mounting a brief recovery as 
interest rates declined this 
summer, has slipped again. The 
survival of Chrysler Corporation, 
despite government-guaranteed 
loans, is again in question and 
Chrysler Chairman Lee Jacocca 
blames high interest rates as the 
principal cause.

Chrysler asks restraint 

Meanwhile. Chrysler Cor- 
poration has 'asked its workers to 
forgo pay increases due under 
their current work contract. 
United Automobile Workers 
(UAW) union president Douglas 
Fraser said last night. 

The third largest U.S. carmaker 
made the request because of its 
inability so far to meet objectives 
for its financial recovery , he said. 

With federal government back- 
ing. Chry sler has borrowed about 
S800 miilion to avoid bankruptcy. 


On Friday it will ask the gov- 
ernment's Chrysler loan guaran- 
tee board to approve' additional 
borrowing, which Mr. Fraser said 
should total about S4D0 million. 

Mr. Fraser said the proposed 
pay freeze would include both an 
annual three percent increase and 
cost of living adjustments due 
under the three-year contract 
which expires in September 1 982. 

The saving to the company if the 
workers accepted the freeze could 
be in the region of $600 million, 
he said. 

Chrvsler's 60.800 hourly-paid 
workers represented by the UAW 
would have to approve the freeze, 
but Mr. Fraser said he would 
recommend that they should 
reopen contract negotiations. 


TOKYO. Dec. 1“ (Agencies) — Hitachi or Japan has signed a 
contract to set up a joint venture company in China's Fujian 
proving to produce and market PAL-svsiem colour and mono-, 
chrome television sets, Hitachi announced here today. 

The joint firm will be established with capital or 3.6 million yuan 
(about $2.5 million ) and start production next March. 

Hitachi said Fujian-Hitachi television, the first joint venture 
company to be set up in China by a Japanese electronics man- 
ufacturing firm, will have an annual capacity of *00.000 colour and 
180.000 monochrome sets for marketing in China and abroad. - 

Meanwhile. Taiwan is to increase its sales oT small black- 
and-white television sets in Britain by 50 per cent next year, it was 
revealed in London today. 

Britain's Radio Industry Council said after talks with the 
Taiwan Electrical Appliance Manufacturing Association that an 
agreement on “voluntary restriction on imports" was reached to 
enable Taiwan-the world's biggest producer of these small TV 
sets— to raise its share of the British market. Through October. 
Taiwan held about five per cent of the market, compared with 
Japan's 33 per cent and Singapore's 25 per cent. 


LONDON. Dec. 17 (R) — 
Despite a surge in U.S. interest 
rates to a new high, the dollar 
cased and commodity prices 
rebounded today in sharp contrast 
to their movements last week. 

Dealers said today's price 
changes showed last week's 
movements, chiefly caused by the 
rise in U.S. rales, "had been over- 
done. 

Markets which had been 
plunged into hectic trading by the 
rise in U.S. banks' prime lending 
rates last week reacted calmly to 
yesterday's increase in the prime 
to a record 21 per cent.

THE BASIC lorehind can be divided into three parts— the back- 
swing, the ball contact, and the tinish. Learn each part as ll it were the 
most important, because each must be matered carefully lor the 
stroke to be smooth, beautiiul and deadly. 

h rom the ready position, pivot by stepping with the right toot to the 
nght. .As you do this lake your racquet straight back to the tence no 
higher titan waist level, with the racquet head no higher than the 
wrist, and the heel ol the racquet aimed where you want the bail to 
no. Remember to stand sideways to the net. and keep the elbow in 
close to the body. 

Transie r your weight to the shot by stepping toward the net with 
vour Jell loot alter the ball bounces. Contact the ball well in front ol 
your body, trying to hold the ball on your racquet lace as long as 
possible. Think ot luting the ball. Say to you rselt,“ Lett (.toot) and lilt 
l the ball over the netf. 

Always hold the hnish. The person with the sustained roltow- 
thruugh will have the best lorehand. Hold your hnish until you have 
corrected your teet. balance and racquet position, bor the leet. ail 
weight should be on the leit root which is Hat and at a lorty-r»ve 
degree angle to the net; the back toot has only the toe lightly touching 
the court. 

Hor a correct balance, bend the tront knee and stand tail and 
straight with the hips and shoulders squjrcd to me net. The wrist 
should lie nrin and at eye level: the recquet is on edge— that is. 
perpendicular to the court— and the heel ot the rucquei should point 
tu the leit shoulder. Don't recover to your ready position until your 
leet. balance jnd racquet position check out. 

Leu handers hit the same way. but it is all reversed— step with the 
right loot toward the net and unish with the heel ot the racquet 
(Hunting to the right shoulder. 

Practise the lorehand careiullv. keeping in mind that at nrst, 
proper technique is much more important than power and linesse. 
Real power and i eal linesse only come later to those who master and 
groove the classic loiehand.

If that were the case, 
declarer would do better 
than ail the pairs who played 
in a club contract, even if he 
collected only ten tricks at 
spades. And if the spade king 
. was favorably located. 
South's efforts to secure his 
contract would match all 
those players who languished 
in a club game, since scoring 
twelve tricks in clubs yields 
the same 120 points as net- 
ting ten tricks at spades. 

At trick three, declarer led 
a low spade to dummy’s nine. 
West played low, setting a 
subtle trap. If declarer now 
ran the spade eight. West 
would win and force declarer 
with a heart. That would 
leave West with a long trump 
and declarer would fail by 
several tricks. But South was 
not to be deflected. 

He continued with a trump 
to the ace. Leaving two 
trumps outstanding, be 
started to run the clubs. 
West could ruff any time he 
desired, but declarer retain- 
ed trump control. The 
defenders could score no 
more than two trump tricks 
and a heart, and declarer 
received an excellent score 
for a well-played hand.

HAVANA. Dec. 17 (Rl — Pres- 
ident Fidel Castro today opens the 
second congress of the Cuban 
Communist Party by reading a 
report outlining the country's 
economic and social aims for the 
sears to 1985. 



rolled overnight in the area sur- 
rounding the Palace of con- 
ventions. where the congress is to 
be held, making widespread iden- 
tity checks on passers-by. 

The first congress took place in 
1975 after the Castro government 
has ruled since the 1 959 revolu- 
tion without such formal institu- 


tions. 

Dr. Castro and his dozen or so 
close associates now wield over- 
whelming power through the 
party’, which has the congress as its 
supreme institution. 

No change at the very top were 
expected to be made at the con- 
gress. but diplomats in Havana 
believed some of the 122 mem- 
bers of the central committee 
could be dropped for personal fail- 


The ceremonies in Gdansk and 
Gdynia brought communists. 
Roman Catholics and the Sol- 
idarity free trade union movement 
together for the first time in public 
after months of unrest and bitter 
feuding. 

All sides called for moderation 
and national unity, drawing on the 
deep-rooted forces of nationalism 
which historically have bound 
Poles to a common cause in times 
of crisis. 

But the anniversary com- 
memorations of the victims who 
had previously been ignored by 
the authorities were seen more as 
a symbol of hope than a guarantee 
of future stability. 

Deep divisions remain between 
the party and the Solidarity free 
trade union, and no one claimed 
that the tensions inherent in their 
fragile relationship had dis- 
appeared. 

The ceremonies, however, 
appeared to demonstrate to all 
Poles tbar the authorities were 
committed to promised political 

renewal. 

Speaking after the Gdansk and 
Gdynia ceremonies. Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa said the lime 
was not right for further strikes in 
Poland. 

"We have to leam-negotiations 
instead of strikes." he told repor- 
ters. He told a press conference 
that Solidarity did "not want to 
overthrow the system.” 

The three crosses towering over 
the the Baltic port of Gdansk, 
around which half a million Poles 
gathered in a floodlit ceremony 
lasr night, symbolised the extent of 
this commitment. 

The crosses represented the 
first three shipyard workers killed 
by security forces in Gdansk in 
December 1970 during a week of 
strikes and food price riots. 

At least 45 people were killed 
and more than 1.000 injured in 
the 1970 riots but for 10 years 
Poland's communist rulers 
refused to commemorate the vic- 
tims. 

One of the conditions for end- 


ing the strikes was the erection of 
monuments in Gdansk. Gdynia 
and Szczecin, the three ports 
which bore the brunt of the 1970 
upheaval. 

The monument in Gdynia, a 
four-metre tall construction bear- 
ing the inscription "1970" with a 
crumpled figure seven to rep-’ 
resent a shot worker falling to the 
ground, was unveiled at a pre- 
dawn ceremony today. 

The ceremony took place at five 
a.m.. 10 years to the hour after 
soldiers opened fire on a column 
of workers as they filed across a 
railway bridge on their way back 
to work at the Paris Commune 
shipyard after a strike. 

In the ensuing melee 13 people 
were shot dead and 75 seriously 
injured. 

A similar ceremony was held in 
the northwestern port of Szczecin 
where, according to official fig- 
ures. 16 people were killed and 
1 1 7 seriously wounded during the 
December violence. 

A requiem mass was held at St. 
Jacob's Cathedral and a plaque 
commemorating the dead was 
unveiled at the main gate of the 
Adolf Warski shipyard. 

The Soviet media today 
remained silent on yesterday's 
mass rally in Gdansk, reflecting 
Soviet reluctance to publicise the 
prominent role the free trade 
union movement now occupies in 
Poland. 

Soviet newspapers and Moscow 
Radio and the official media in all 
countries of the Soviet bloc 
ignored all mention of it in cover- 
age from the Polish capital. 

Leaders of the Polish state, 
Church and the now powerful Sol- 
idarity labour union spoke out on 
the same platform at the rally, 
appealing for social peace and 
national reconciliation in the 
country. 

But though the Kremlin will 
clearly approve of the sentiments 
expressed, n apparently does not 
wish to indicate the power which 
the non-party Soldarity move- 
ment now exerts in Poland.

Meanwhile, official sources said today that Lord Avebury 
would not be charged in connection with an alleged breach of 
regulations by taking pictures within 200 metres of polling sta- 
tions.

Members of the team said they regretted that the Guyanese 
government had lost an opportunity to demonstrate to the world 
the genuineness of its intention to hold free and fair elections.

A profile of General Alexander Haig 


America’s controversial new secretary of stat 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (R) — Gen. Alexander 
Haig rose to prominence as a protege of Mr. Henry 
Kissinger and an adviser to Mr. Richard 
Nixon— roles that trained him well for high office but 
also left him vulnerable to controversy. 
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General Haig in his days as NATO supreme commander 


The retired army general and 
former NATO commander seems 
uniquely qualified to be secretary 
of state, the post to which 
President-elect Ronald Reagan 
nominated hinTyeslerday. 

A soldier-diplomat who made a 
meteoric rise to power during the 
Nixon White House years. Mr. 
Haig has been described by Mr. 
Nixon as “a man of thought and a 
man of action." 

Before he is confirmed by the 
Senate, however, he will almost 
; surely face questioning about his 
role as White House chief of staff 
during Mr. Nixon's final days in 


office. 

Senate Democrats have a/so 
. served notice they intend to ques- 
' tion the general about his 
involvement in Nixon White 
House decisions to tap the* 
telephones of government offi- 
cials and reporters in an effort to 
stop news leaks. 

That bugging programme, dis- 
closed during the Watergate 
investigations, took place when 
Mr. Haig was Mr. Henry Kis- 
singer's deputy on the National 
Security Council. 

Although some Reagan aides 
were known to be worried that a 


Haig nomination might thus gen- 
erate too much controversy. Mr. 
Reagan himself seemed confident 
the general could handle any ques- . 
lions Congress might raise about 
his past conduct. 

While critics remain, most 
Americans appear to believe the 
56-year-old army careerist 
emerged from the Watergate 
scandal, including the resignations 
of a president and a vice-president 
under whom he served, with his 
reputation untarnished. 

By several accounts, including 
the Watergate book The final 
Days by Washington Post repor- 
ters Bob Woodward and Carl 
Bernstein. Mr. Haig at first 
encouraged the president to 
"stonewall" against investigators' 
demands that he turn over key 
White House tape recordings. 

In the end. the Supreme Court 
forced Mr. Nixon to release those ■ 
tapes and they strengthened the 
impeachment charges Congress 
was then considering. 

Almost all Watergate accounts 
agree, however, that Mr. Haig and 
his patron, then-secretary of state * 
Henry Kissinger, also had a crucial' 
role in eventually persuading Mr. 
Nixon to resign and spare the" 
country the agony of an impeach- 
ment trial. 

These accounts also agree that 
he maintained White House sta- 
bility' during the chaotic last days 
of the Nixon presidency. 

Nixon attorney' J. Fred’ 
Buzhardt said of the White House 
staff chief: "He kept the gov-. 

emment on course for seven crit- 
ical days." 

Other writers on Watergate 
credit Mr. Haig with telling the 
Pentagon to keep tight rein on 
lines of command in that crisis 
period to sidetrack any improper 


considered Mr. Haig "a political 
general.” 

But that reaction was quickly 
overshadowed by widespread 
praise for his competence and 
intelligence as the de facto operat- 
ing head of the military alliance. 

He established a reputation as a 
tough-talking but reasonable 
. advocate of western military' buil- 
dup in response to what he saw as 
a steady pattern of Soviet expan- 
sionism.
